Interstate Commerce Commission 


Issues Special Report On Intercor- 


porate Relationships— Status of the 
Holding Company Is Defined. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) . 


ASHINGTON, April 6—[{Exelu- 
ive Dispatch.) Highly interesting 
facts and figures regarding the 


intercorporate relationships of railways 


in the United States are contained in 
the first special report of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, under the 
amended Interstate Commerce Act, 
which was issued today. Although the 


investigation upon which the report is 


based has to do with conditions as they 
were on June 30, 1906, the commission 
declares that the broad general results 
as to the relations of railroads to each 
other remain substantially unchanged 
at the present time. 


The purposes of this investigation are 
stated to be, first, to show the manner 


in which railway corporations, once in- 
in 


dependent, have been welded to 
highty centralized systems, and, second, 


to present a statement of net ratiway 


capital outstanding in the hands of the 
public, which eliminates all holdings 
of railway securities by other railway 


corporations. 


The results of this etatistical tabula- 
‘tien show that out of over $18.000,000,000 
of outstanding securities,  $5,300,000,000 
is held by rallway corporations, leaving 

ng in the hands of the public 
about $7,800,000,000 of funded debt and 
$4,700,000,000 of stock. This amounts, 
for the 216,804 miles of railway under 
consideration, to $36,173 of funded debt 
per mile in the hands of the public and

HOLDING COMPANIES. 


Under the heading, “Holding Com- 
panies,” the report deals with those 
corporations which exist merely for 


the purpose of holding and dealing in 
the securities of other corporations. 


The Rock Island Company, the Atlan-. 


tle Coast Line Company, and the Sea- 
board Company are classed as rail- 


way holding companies, pure and sim- 


ple. as distinguished from those com- 
panies which hold no mileage directly, 
but which operate railway property, 


as in the case of the Southern Pacific 


= 


Company, the Great Northern Rail- 
way Company and the Pennsylvania 


company. 

Of the Rock Island the report says: 
“The Rock Isiand Company would ap- 
pear to have been organized largely, 
if not wholly for the purpose of con- 
centrating control of railway proper- 
ties in a few hands. This company 
was chartered in New Jersey in 1902 as 
& holding company. It had outstand- 
ing. June 30. 1996. exclusive of treasury 
holdings, $48,956.880 of preferred stock, 
and $59,448,802 of common stock, a to- 
tal of $138,405.682. It had no debt. The 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Rail- 
road Company, chartered in Iowa in 
1902, as an operating company, is, as 
@ matter of fact, a holding company. 
Its entire outstanding stock, amount- 
ing to $145,000,000 is owned by the 
Reck Island Company, the latter cor- 
poration having secured this stock in 
exchange for its own securities. The 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Rail- 
road Company used the stock of the 
Rock Island Company thus obtained, 
in combination with two issues of col- 
lateral trust bonds, to purchase 93 per 
cent. of the stock of the Chicago Rock 
Island and Pacific Rallway Company, 
the principal operating. company of the 
Rock Island system, and 58 per cent.

Forty Thousand Characters. 


The dialects or languages of the Chi- 
nese empire are very numerous and 
dissimilar. Thus a Chinese speaking the 
dialect of Kwangtung (Canton) prov- 
ince is not understood by a Ch 
residing 3 the neighboring province of 
Fukien. The language or dialect spoken 
at dsb would e quite strangs to 
the people residing at Peking. 

The written characters of Chinese 
are, however, understood and recog- 
nized by sight throughout the whole 
empire in the same manner 4s our 
Arabic numerals, 1, 2, 3, 4, etc., are 
recognized by the eye throughout Ex- 
rope, but as these numerals when pro- 
nounced or read, have entirely differ- 
ent sounds attached to them in Eng- 

France, Germany, Italy, ete., 
80 the Chinese written characters are 
spoken in totally different words and 
sounds in the several. provinces of 
China, with, however, the important 
exception that the Mandarin language 
is spoken or understood, more or less, 
throughout three-fourths of China, or, 
roughly speaking, in nearly all the 
provinces north and west of the River 
Yangtze.

LOSE THEIR MEMORIES. 
Witnesses in Graft Cases in Chicago 
Water Scandal Suddenly Forget 
All About It. 

‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
CHICAGO, April 6—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) Frightened by mysterious 
threats of death, coupled with a de- 
mand for silence from guilty persons, 
witnesstes in the graft investigation 
involving the city water bureau, lost 
their memories when they appeared 
before the Civil Service Board today, 
and despite promised dismissal, refused

/ RATES TYPEWRITTEN ONLY. 
In answer to a question in regard 
to the classes of tariffs used by the 
Santa Fé, he stated that the road had 
a temporary loca) tariff in force prior 
to 1905, and that these rates were not 
published except in mimeograph, or 
typewritten form. Copies were usually 
furnished agents and the auditor. He 
said these rates were made to meet 
steam, water or team competition, and 
were authorised efther by himeelf or 
by Edward Chambers, assistant freight 
traffic manager. 
When asked to produce some of the 
typewritten copies of rates, the witness 
replied that they were pasted in a 
scrap book, because of their transient 
nature, and that the books have been 
destroyed. He asserted that there had 
nothing in them to conceal. 


made in competition with team hauls, 
the witness stated that on a short hau! 
it might be feasible to transport goods 
by wagon. In such a case a special 
rate was made to the shipper by the 
railroad. When the wagon competition 
ceased the rate was restored td the or- 
iginal figure. 
The witness said that when specia! 
rates were given to move a specified lot 
of goods between certain points, it was 
not unusual to give the amount of ton- 
nage and the name of the shipper in 
sending the authorization to the agents. 
JUSTIFIES ROAD’S COURSE. 
Barnwell believed that the road's 
course was justified, owing to the de- 
lay in getting out published lists of 
rates. He added that he had merely 
been telling the practice of the road in 
the year 1905, and was not referring to 
the present time. 
He asserted that it was often neces- 
sary to make a special rate in order 
to steamship lines for 
business ween this city and San 
Francisco. /“If we published the rate,” 
he ‘explained, “the steamship lines 
would at once lower their rate, and a 
war would be on. He believed then, 
as we do now, that it is entirely justi- 
flable to make a temporary low rate 
for the purpose of meeting cempeti- 
tion.” 
The remainder of the afternoon was 
mainly taken up with a discussion of 
the question of the allowance of half- 
rates to certain shippers, especially 
those im the dried fruit business. 
Atty.-Gen. Webb tried hard to make 
the witness admit that the California 
Fruit Canners’ Association was spe- 
clally favored. but failed. Barnwell 
claimed that the half-rate was known 
to all of the shippers. It applied to 
the movement of fruit to the packing- 


and benefited the grower as well as 
the packer, he contended. 
“There was nothing secret about the 
rate. except that it was not regulariy 
published. The claim fer refund was 
always made after the movement of 
the shipment. Our solicitors at times 
went openly after business on this 
half-rate basis when there was water 
competition.” 

INQUISITOR INSISTENT. 
The Attorney-General argued that 
the road endeavored to control the 
situation by keeping temporary locall- 
tles secret, as far as the public was 
concerned, In order that other classes 
of shippers might not demand equally 
low tariffs. but the witness reiterated 
that the rate was known to every 
shipper in the State. At the present 
time, Barnwell added, shippers and 
jobbers have a “class B 65 cents” 
rate which yields as much revenue as 
the former arrangement whereby ship- 
pers were favored and jobbers com- 
pelled to pay a higher figure. - 
One reason given for the former 
special rate to dried fruit shippers was 
that it encouraged infant industries. 
The Santa Fé made a half-rate on or- 
anges during the early years of the 
industry. it was stated.

City Council Orders Investigation of 
School Administration’s Cut of Term 
and Failure to Pay the Teachers’ 
Full-Year Salaries. 


} 
| Y FORMAL resolution the Council 
| instructed the City Auditor yes- 
terday to investigate the conditions 
;in the school department that have 
| Caused the administration to cut short 
,the school term and to fail to pay the 
| teachers the salaries promised at the 
, beginning of the school year. 
| Counciiman ronkin of the Sixth Ward 
| presented the resolution. He said that 
| there is widespread discontent in his 
ward because the school department is 
| spending thousands of dollars on dine 
oe furniture and other “extras” 
' while the children in the ward are com- 
| polled to attend school in emergency 
buildings that are scarcely fit to be 
called outhouses, 

Yonkin said that the limit came with 
the closing of a number of schoolrooms 
three weeks ago, and the further an- 
,houncement that the school term is to 
be cut short two weeks, possibly three 
weeks, and the pay of the teachers cut 
,;to finish up the year. 

PEOPLE ASKING QUESTIONS. 

“In my ward alone there are thirty 
of those emergency rooms,” said Mr. 
Yonkin. “I understand that this is 
equal to the filumber in all the other 
wards. In this connection I desire to 
call attention to the fact that the Sixth 
Ward has no representation on the 
School Board; not one of the seven

I think there should be an inves- 
tigation by the Auditor into the man- 
ner in which the school funds have been 
handled this year. My people are ask- 
ing questions that I desire to see an- 
swered in a public report. 

“We voted a big appropriation for 
the school department last summer 
with the distinct understanding that 
the schools should be kept open for ten 
months. If the term is to be cut I de- 
sire to know why. I for one will not 
consent that the term be shortened and 
the children made to suffer by reason 
of mismanagement in other quarters. 
I think we should ask the Auditor to 
turn on the light.” 

With this Yonkin presented the fol- 
lowing resolution: 

“That the City Auditor be instructed 
to investigate the conditions in the 
school department that have caused 
the school term to be cut short and the 
failure to give the teachers the twelve 
months" pay which it was understood 
that they were to receive at the time 
we made the appropriation in the bud- 
get for our schools; and that the sum 
| of $100 be transferred from the general 
fund to that of the Auditor to defray 
the expense of the investigation.” 

in seconding this resolution, Lyon 
said that at least a dozen teachers had 
called him up within the last twenty- 
four hours. “‘Those teachers had read 
the story about the shortened term in 
The Times Sunday morning,” said 
Lyon, “and they called me up to as- 
sure me that the conditions were 
really worse than reported. They said 
that if the Council is not to blame, it 
is the duty of the members to let the 
taxpayers know the real facts con- 
cerning the shortened school term and 
the failure to pay salaries. I have 
been listening to complaints about the 
conditions of some of the school build- 
ings for months. We gave to the 
School Board $400,000 last year for the 
schools. I think that it is only fair 
to us all that we should have a re- 
port from the Auditor as to what is 
taking place.” 


EUROPEAN IDEAS. 


Councilman Healy added his protest 
against the fine offices and proposals 
to send teachers to Europe, while the 
children in his ward are not permitted 
to attend school ten months. The Eu- 
ropean trip brought a snort of dis- 
| Rust. “The idea of sending men to 
| Kurope to gather advanced ideas about 
‘running schools and teaching children 
_what it is ‘useful and necessary for 
them to know. Whzy, those people over 
there should be sending over here to 
get our Meas; we are so far ahead of 
them they never can catch up.” 

Councilman Wallace said that he is 
in favor of an investigation, as a great 
many questions are being asked about 
the financial management of the school 
funds. “Since these questions have 
| been asked, it is only fair to the school 
department,” he said, “that there 
should be a complete report of just 
what has taken place. I do not con- 
‘cede that there is anything wrong or 
irregular, and this should result in a 
vindication of the School Board.” 

The resolution presented by Council- 
man Yonkin was then adopted by a 
unanimous vote. 

During the discussion, the Council 
sent for the Auditer to ask him some 
questions about the statements that 
have been made to him concerning the 
| responsibility for the docked pay and 
|} the closed schoolrooms. But the Au- 


diter had gone home to nurse a cage| be

Teachers have said to the Auditor 
repeatedly that the Council is wholly 
‘o blame for the shertage in flnances. 
Before the investigation its concluded 
the Cowncil desires to know from what 


source the teachers received that in- 
formation. 
AN AWAKENING. 

Some of the members of the Board 
of Education are awakening for the 
first time to the gravity of the financial 
situation .in the schools. They had 
not realized that the recommendations 
made by the Superintendent meant 
that for the first time in eleven years 
Los Angeles will not be able to keep 
its schools open for ten months in the 
year. There were a number of consul- 
tations yesterday between councilmen 
and members of the School Board. In 
these it developed that the conservative 
members of the board opposed strongly 
a year ago the campaign of foolish 
finayce that has placed the school de- 
partment in so deplorable a condi- 


tion. 
CALL FOR WHITEWASH. 

From the administration offices of 
the school department there have gone 
forth emergency calls for a generous 
supply of whitewash, Statements have 
been made by those in authority that 
the closed rooms are the natural re- 
sult of consolidation of classes; they 
endeavor to create the impression that 
the rooms have not been closed and 
the teachers dismissed for reasons of 
economy. 

This statement is challenged vigor- 
ously by the teachers themselves; as- 
sured of the protection of the Council, 
teachers who have kept quiet to the 
present time are now ready to speak. 
These are ready to testify at an in- 
vestigation that when some of the 
substitute teachers were dismissed 
they were assured in the administra- 
tion offices that the step was taken 
purely for reasons of economy; also 
that thirty teachers in all would be 
affected by the changes. 

The records in the administration 
rooms show that the enrollment for 
February of this year was 36,494. and 
that for March was 36,921. This shows 
an increase of 427 or of ten classes, 
The average attendance for March 
was considerably greater than that 
for February. To a layman it would 
appear that if the ten extra classes 
could be cared for in March and 
twenty others cut off, there must have 
been gross extravagance in the em- 
ployment of teachers in February.

COMFORTS FOR BLUEJACKETS. 


Mrs. Griffith Tells How to Make Little 
Bags and What Articles to Put 
in Them. 


The campaign, for presenting com- 
fort-bags to sailors of the battleship 
fleet, as well as those of Admiral Se- 
bree'’s fleet, is prosecuted by the W.C. 
T.U. women under the leadership of 
Mrs. Hester T. Griffith, county presi- 
dent. Women of Minnesota have sent 
to Mrs. Griffith 400 bags to be pre- 
sented to the sailors of the Minnesota, 
and a Japanese union of this city, 
composed of only twenty-five women, 
has already completed 125 bags and de- 
livered them fully equipped to Mrs. 
Griffith. The latter said yesterday 
that she has ascertained that not a 
single man on either the California, 
Washington or Tennessee has one of 
these little companions filled with use- 
ful articles, and she gives the follow- 
ing directions for making them: 

Take a piece of strong cretonne, one 
yard long and eleven inches wide: 
cut a 2% strip off the end for 
pin-balls and button bags, leaving 
the strip 33% inches long: cut this 
piece in two and it will make two 
bags. On the wrong side, 4 inches 
from the top, fasten three pieces of 
flannel, red, white and blue, with fin- 
ished edges, for safety pins and 
needies; this should have narrow 
white ribbon sewed on, one under and 
one on top, so the roll may be tied 
up to prevent the needles from rust- 
ing; fasten a small bag for buttons on 
the top side where the casing will be 
made. Sew up side and bottom: turn 
down two inches at top for frill: 
stitch two rows, one-inch apart, for 
casing for two strings of colored braid. 
each 21 inches long. The  pin-balis 
should be two inches wide, when fin- 
ished. When completed the bag should 
be 7%x9 inches. Put in the bags, two 
sizes black and white buttons: 1 spool 
Patent thread; 1 spool white thread, No. 
24; 1 spool black thread, No. 24; 1 spool 
white darning cotton; 1 spool! black 
darning cotton; 1 package court plas- 
ter; No. 6 needles; 6 coarse darners: 
6 safety pins; 1 piece narrow tape: 1 
pin-ball filled with pins; 1 small roll 
absorbent cotton: 1 small roll clean 
muslin, 2 inches wide and 3 feet long: 
1 pledge card; testament; temperance, 
purity and other leaflets, which may 
had at Temperance Temple, Los 
Angeles; last but not least, a good, 
motherly letter. 

The bags may be sent to the W.C.T 
U., Headquarters for Navy Men, Ven- 
ice, or to Mrs. Griffith, room #4, Cur-

Factions and Outbreak Expected. 


Indications that a plot to remove 
Police Sergeant Edward Sebastian 
from the Chinatown district has been 
formed by an association of Chinese 
gamblers, assisted by men “higher 
up,” came to light yesterday. A num- 
ber of affidavits have been made by 
the gamblers and an attorney has 
been retained to present their side of 
the controversy before the Police Com- 
mission. The gamblers swear that the 
sergeant called the members of the 
association together on March 31 and 
demanded that they pay tribute to 
Wong Chong. who was to act as a 
It ts further alleged 
that $750 was fixed by the officer as 
the “salary” that Wong Chong was to 
draw each month. The language said 
to have been used by Sebastian is em- 
bodied in the affidavits and the gam- 
biers demand his removal, charging 
graft and blackmail. 

Lew Tai, formerly a Baptist minis- 
ter, it is stated, is the instigator of the 
trouble because the association of 
gamblers refused to name him as the 
successor of Wong Yuk, who recently 
died, to settle troubles between them 
and the police. Tai followers swore to 
the affidavits. This caused a division 
among the gamblers and there are 
now no games running in Chinatown. 

Another faction declares Tai and his 
men have lied about the affair. There 
is much excitement and an outbreak 
is looked for at any moment. 

Under the direction of Sergt. Sebas- 
tian there have been more fines col- 
lected by the court from gamblers in 
Chinatown in the last vear than in any 
other previous one. The fan-tan games 
have been practically pat out of com- 
mission. It is stated that men higher 
in authority have been anxious to have 
the sergeant deposed on account of the 
raids he has made on “pet dives.” 

The gamblers’ association held a 
meeting in Chinatown at 11 o'clock on 
the night of Mareh 31. Sebastian was 
sent for an accompanied by Patrol- 
man Willet, attended. Ho Lee acted 
as interpreter. The sergeant was asked 
what policy he intended to pursue and 
replied, according to Ho Lee, that he 
would raid every place that he could 
get into. He advised them, Ho Lee 
says, to appoint a successor to Wong 
Yuk so that they would have a man to 
look after their interests. 

Division arose when the Wong fam- 
ily wanted to appoint Wong Chong 
and the others wanted Tai. Lee denies, 
and so do several other gamblers, that 
Sebastian made demands for money. 

Sergt. Sebastian said last night: “TI 
went to the meeting and told the 
Chinese gamblers just what I intended 
to do. I did advise them to appoint 
a successor to Wong Yuk so that the 
differencies could be settled between 
them and the police. This has been a 
method employed by the gamblers here 
for years. The police act through 
the agent, as he might be called, in- 
stead of going to them individually. 
The question of money did not arise 
while I was at the meeting. There 
are several Chinamen behind Tai, 
whore places have been raided lately 
and who have been convicted and 
fined. The manner in which 2 
town is handled is open to investiga- 
tion at all times.”

Sebastian said to pay him $750 per 
month, the same as Yuk received, and 
that the same policy would be pursued. 
“T have the affidavits of eleven 
Chinamen to the effect that Sebastian 
has been grafting and I am prepared 
to prove it. Some places are raided 
and some are not. The latter pay for 
protection.” 

Tai was released from the City Jail 
yesterday. He had been arrested as 
a fugitive from justice, but the Bos- 
ton authorities, who were supposed 
to want him, had- not sufficient evi- 
dence to hold him.

Business Man. 


Fifteen Thousand Reported 
Deficit, but Denied. 


A circumspect business man dur- 


ing banking hours, a good fellow 
among cheap sports for an hour or 
'two in the evenings, and then for the 
| rest of the twenty-four hours a regular 
family man—there is the story in a 
nutshell of the variegated existence of 
Edwin Cramer, missing teller of the 
Bank of Los Angeles, who is now be- 
lieved to be a fugitive from justice, 
and for whom a warrant: has been 
sworn out by the bank officials, charg- 
ing him with stealing $3750. 

That Cramer was a sly and secretive 
man/ is now the opinion of fellow- 
workers at the bank. The sports 
among whom he spent an hour or two 
many evenings think of him, on the 
other hand, as one open and above- 
board, the genuine article in the bank- 
clerk line, not too high and mighty, 
but hail fellow, well met with the rest 
of them. 

Detectives have been working on the 
case for over a week now, and are not 
much farther forward than when they 
started. They would give a good dea) 


the hours of midnight, Saturday, 
March 28, and 7 o'clock a.m. Sunday, 
March 29. Were that known to them 
the search for the supposed defaulter 
might be materially aided, and it could 
be announced for certain whether the 
man did or did not take $15,000, instead 
of the modest $3750. 

SEVEN HOURS OF SILENCE. 

The night that he is supposed to 
have committed the theft, Cramer 
spent several hours driving around 
town in an automobile with 
a waiter and a working man 
whom he first became acquainted 
with at a saloon and bowling alley on 
First street. They left the rooms of 
the waiter at North Broadway at 9 
o'clock p.m., drove out to Downey 
avenue, where Cramer's mother lives, 
and returned to the city, finally land- 
or Pag at the waiter’s place about mid- 


“It's me for the beach,” said Cramer 
at that hour, alluding to his home at 
Ocean Park. The waiter was much 
surprised to be awakened about 7 
o'clock a.m. Sunday by Cramer en- 
tering his room and again announcing, 
“It's me for the beach.” The teller 
said he had not been home, nor did he 
say where he spent the night. He 
did not appear to have been drinking. 

The bank officials say that they be- 
lieve he committed the robbery of the 
$3750 about 6 o'clock Saturday evening, 
when he was seen in the institution by 
the porter. It is possible that he took 
that amount at that hour and very 
early Sunday morning went to the 
bank and looted it again. The infor- 
mation that he secured from $15,000 to 
$20,000 comes from an apparently au- 
thoritative source and it is also the be- 
lief of the detectives that the man got 
away with a far larger amount than is 
admitted. The officers think that, hav- 
ing once made up his mind to go away, 
Cramer went back to the bank and 
took all the currency and cash he could 
comfortably carry. 

President John A. Pirtle insists that 
$3750 covers the whole defalcation. He 
asserts that Cramer could not have 
reached $20,000. “There was not that 
much where he could t it,” he re- 
marked yesterday. “I not think he 
lost the money betting on the races; 
I think he got off with the bulk of 
it. It is probable that he bet to some 
extent, and then, when he found he 
had lost some of the bank’s money, 
he decided to get away and took the 
balance. I believe he took it about 6 
o’clock on the night of the Saturday 
he was last at the bank. The porter 
saw him in the building at that hour.” 

DID NOT BET MUCH. 

The men at the First-street resort 
which Cramer frequented on and off 
for five years believe he did a certain 
amount of betting on the races, but 
they don’t think he ever lost much 
money at the tracks. They were as 
much surprised as the bank officials 
to find him missing and posted as a 
defaulter. 

“He was as fine a fellow as you 
could wish to meet, kind of classy, 
kind of particular whe he picked up 
with, not a free spender, but he always 
paid for what he ordered,” enthusias- 
tically remarked the proprietor of the 
place last night as if pronouncing a 
eulogy over the departed. Did he bet? 
Well not here, ‘cause no betting goes 
on in this place unless it may be two- 
bits on a game of bowls; but I saw 
him at the track several times of 4 
Saturday afternoon, after the bank 
was closed. If he did any betting he 
must have done it there, but as I never 
visited the betting ring 1 can’t say 
whether he bet much or not. I know 
that once in a while he flashed money 
here and said he had won it at the 
track, but not frequently. He had been 
coming to this place for the last five 
or six years, dropping in before going 
home to have a game of bowls with 
the boys.” 

While the man was speaking the usu- 
al loungers about a front-of-a-saloon 
cigar store were spitting on the side- 
walk or playing dice, trying to get 
cheap cigars. or studying the latest 
sporting news. Half a dozen followers 
of second-rate pugilists were leaning 
up against the bar, while in a back, 
room  seedy-looking “sports” were 
either playing pool or bowls or look- 
ing on. 

And this was the sort of company the 
bank teller had kept for five or six 


NO WOMAN IN CASE. 


That he was popular with the sports, 
waiters and other habitues of the 
place was evident from the talk which 
began as soon as his name was men- 
tioned. Everybody had a good word 
to say for him and they all scouted an 
idea put forward by a detective that 
there was a woman in the case. They 
said he loved his home and never went 
around with women. “If he had done 
so we'd have known it, you bet,” said 
one. 

That the sporting side of his life was 
kept from Cramer's confreres at the 
bank is very evident from the manner 
in which they talked of him yesterday. 
One department manager said _ the 
teller was never away from his duties. 
“That is where he threw us off,”’ re- 
marked the bank manager. “What he 
did he performed as siyly as a man 
could do. He did not confide in a 
single soul at the bank. We never had 
a hint that he was even interested in

PLAIN, BLUNT MAN. 
In the days following the death of Gladstone, 


when the British Liberal party was engaged in the. 


unprofitable occupation of “plowing the sand,” 
Herbert Asquith began to attract attention as a 
man possessing all the virtues of leadership sve 
one—magnetism. Today he is called by King Ed- 
ward to form a government—and he still lacks 
magnetism. 

Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman, who has been 
compelled by ill-health to vacate office, who has 
paid the price of Premiership, was more or less 
of a stopgap. To him was given the task of hegal- 
ing the differences of opinion between the Rose- 
bery and Harcourt factions, and when, in addition 
to that, the burdens of government were laid upon 
him and sorrow struck him a cruel blow in the 
death of his wife, Sir Henry found existence in 
high places anything but joyful. At length the 
weight of accumulated duties struck him down and 
now he has been forced to relinquish his portfolio 
and to retire from the administration. 

He was a plain, blunt man and he is «succeeded 
by a man still plainer and blunter. Asquith is 
business, every line of him; he totally lacks the 
picturesque. He says what he means and wastes 
no words about it. Where Gladstone would go all 
round the sun to express—or perhaps to . 
meaning, Asquith takes the “tube” route. He gets 
there right away. There is no ambiguity about 
him, although he is a lawyer. 

We were shown what kind of man he is during 
the debate in the British House of Commons Ist 
week on that perennial question, home rule for 


Ireland. The whole of the British Isles was anx-: 


ious to know what Mr. Asquith, the man about to 
assume the Premiership, would have to say on this 
old, old subject which still has power to kindle 
the fires of rage all over the British dominions. 
Now he could have beclouded the matter by the 
“exuberance of his verbosity,” he could have boxed 
the compass, but instead he went directly at the 
issue and expressed himself in a fashion wholly 
unpalatable to the Irish party: He said that no 
Parliament would be justified in granting Ireland 


autonomy without first appealing to the electore, 


on that special issue. He indulged in no beating 
about the bush, but went at his subject in an open, 
straightforward way. 

In Mr. Asquith Great Britain has a new Premier 
who, while he lacks the graces, has strength, en- 
ergy, ability and a veritable passion for work. He 
is a willing sacrifice on the altar of duty. 


S THERE A TARIFF ON WAREHOUSES? 
Henry Havemeyer, the late “sugar king,” is 
said to have invented the phrase, “The tariff is 
the mother of trusts.” This father of trusts found 
beet-root sugar working hardship on his own trust 
and raised the false outcry. 

This old celluloid collar of Havemeyer was 
picked up by W. J. Bryan and made a part of his 
political wardrobe.

In about a month President Roosevelt will 
preside over one of the most important, far-reach- 
ing and promising gatherings ever held in Amer- 
ica. It is to be in the White House, last three 
days, two sessions a day, and the President will 
sit over each session. 

Here is the sort of meeting where all are Amer- 
icans and where political difference may be sunk. 
The Governors of most of the States will be there. 
Former President Cleveland promises to come, 
Judge Gray of Delaware, another Democrat of na- 
tional fame, will be a leader, and there will not be 
a discordant note heard in all these sittings. 

The great activities of the day, transportation 
by rail amd water, motive power, mines, forests, 
agriculturg#* and similar topics will occupy the

attention of those present. The central idea is 
how to make these activities move with greatest 
speed and least friction. The great projects of 
improved waterways, navigation of rivers and seas 
will be considered. 

The idea is a campaign to “get in and do things,” 
not to stand on one side and “knock” every one in 
the great procession who is doing something. This 
proposed meeting should put to flight the last 
cloud of depression on the industrial horizon, and 
if the plans worked out are then carried out, there 
will be no hard times in this country for a long 
series of years to come. 

Heaven's blessing rest on the men who preach 
and practice the blessed doctrine of “doing things,” 
and may the tribe of the “knocker” rapidly de- 
crease until the last one is gone from earth! 


HE NEW STANFORD IDEA. 

President Jordan announces that Stanford 
University is to conform to its name by cutting out 
preliminary courses and confining its work to spe- 
cial lines of study in which men and women are 
prepared for professional work. 

There are three ways at least in which this plan 
commends itself to our mind. It will be a good 
thing for the numerous colleges scattered up and 
down the Coast where all preliminary work may be 
done quite as well as at Stanford. The faculties 
of these smaller institutions are generally made 
up of able, erudite men and women quite compe- 
tent to carry pupils through the routine work of 
education in all the studies. Where there may be 
some deficiency this can be made up at the uni- 
versity, by side studies and lectures provided for 
those who need the help and are at the same time 
going on with special lines of study for some pro- 
fession. 

If the preliminary work can be done nearer 
the hodmes of most of the young people who seek 
a liberal education, it will be in every way better 
for them than being sent away before character is 
well formed to meet and resist the special tempta- 
tions which prevail in large colleges where most 
of the students are removed from home influence 
and parental supervision. 

The new plan will also be better for Stanford. 
It will make of that school a real university where 
all efforts may be concentrated in the work of 
fitting students for professional life. By this con- 
centration abler teachers, better equipment in li- 
braries and laboratories may be provided, and the 
school will have a body of more mature and ear- 
nest minds to work upon. The scholarship will be 
higher on the average and give Stanford a better 
standing. 

The Coast will then have what it has not now, 
a school exclusively devoted to this higher educa- 
tional work, and will draw students from far and 
near.

MEAT HIGH AND FISH PROVES 
THEIR SALVATION. 

Another Advance in Beef and Pork 
Due Teday and Mutton Likely to 
dein in Climb—Greedy Kansas City 
Packing-heuses Biamed — Poultry 
Far from Cheap. 


The retail butchers have had consid- 
erable difficulty in explaining to cus- 
tomers the reason for the many recent 
advances in the prices of meats. Today 
there will be still another rise in pork 
and beef as well. 

For the advance in beef, Kansas City 
Packing-houses are generally biamed 
these houses 
would buy in Utah, Nevada, Texas and 
California only a few choice cattle, 
leaving the remainder for local pack- 
ing-houses. But now conditions have 
changed and the eastern men take all 
the cattle they can obtain. This has 
caused an abnormal scarcity tn the lo- 
cal supply, and just at a time when 
beef is scarce throughout the United 
States. The stock in the northern 
States has had barely enough feed to 
subsist on, owing to heavy snowfall, 
while in the Southwest the erazing has 
not been as good as usual because 
there has been so little rain. 

With pigs conditions 
Farmers have slaughtered their own 
animals and are now buying of pack-| 
ing-houses. In one week the price of 
pork chops jumped from 12 to 15 eante | 
a pound. Bacon has advanced from 18 
to 22 cents and ham from lé to 


cents, for cheaper es, the best 
selling as high 4s cents. Various 
sausages, including the cervelat, sum- 


mer and salami wursts have gone up 
6 cents. Lard has been least affected, 
but has gone up 2 cents. 
In mutton there has so far been no 
advance, but the increased demand for 
occasioned 


the 

Poultry of kinds has advanced, too. 
Brollers for example, which sold for 
30 cents, now command 35. Fryers have 
jumped to 3% cents. Ducks and geese 
are scarce and bring at least 2% cents. 

Fish are proving the salvation of 
many pocketbooks. During the entire 
Lenten season they have been very 
plentiful and there has been no change 
in quotations. From northern rivers are, 
shipped supplies of fresh-water varie- 
ties, including catfish and shad. Carp 
are also selling well. Pompano are 
running at present and as catches 
have been large, they sold as low as 
35 cents a pound. Salmon steaks are 
worth about 26 cents. Sardines from 
San Pedro and barracuda from Redon- 
do are daily receipts.

LIE 1S REFUTED IN 


LONG BEACH. 


City Council Is to Give Fleet Com- 
mittee Control of Landings At- 
tached to the Pier and Arrange- 
ments Are Being Made for a Twen- | 
ty-five-cent Rate to the Battleships. 


LONG BEACH, April 6.—Reports 
were received here from Los Angeles 
today that a charge of 10 cents isto be 
made for admission to the pier during 
fleet week. Chairman Munholland of 
the Fleet Committee authorizes an 
emphatic denial of this lie, which has 
been circulated by San Pedro and Long 
Beach boatmen, who are endeavoring 
to form a §0-cent rate to the warships. 
The Fieet Committee insists on a 25- 
cent rate, but the control of the situa- 
tion seems to be in the hands of their 
tickets agents on the wharf, whp. have 
a combine with the boatmen. The Fieet 
Committee offered to provide landing 
floats, pay the city wharfage and the 
agents $10 a day, but this was refused. 
As a result of this refusal, the City 
Council will on Thursday give the 
Fieet Committee absolute control of 
the four landings on the east side. This 
side of the wharf will be railed off 
for the safety of crowds and strongly 
policed. Negotiations are bei closed 
with San Diego and Santa bara 
launch men who will be guaranteed 
protection, and under charter to the 
Chamber of Commerce, will charge 25 
cents and use the four landings.

Deputy Tax Collector Is Charged 
With Appropriating Money Not 
Rightfuly Hie—Prisoner a Relative 
of Southern Author of Dialect 
Stories. 


SAN PEDRO, April 6—Accused of 
appropriating $230 not rightfully his, 
Thomas Nelson, 55 years old, Deputy 
Tax Collector and assistant to City 
Marsha! Ben Baker, was arrested upon 
a charge of embezzlement on Spring 
street In Los Angeles this morning by 
Special Officer John McNamara of this 
City. The charge was preferred by 
Marshal Baker, by whom the accused 
has been employed for about a year. 
Nelson was brought to San Pedro this 
morning, and arraigned before Re- 
corder Smith. His bail was placed at 
$1000, which he was unable to give, and 
he was remanded to jail. 

The accused has resided here for 
about eight years, and has been uni- 
versally esteemed and respected, being 
prominent in the business and social 
life of the city. He was formerly a 
member of the Board of Education, and 
before going into the office of the City 
Marshal! was cashier for the Kerckhoff- 
Cuzner Mill and Lumber Company. At 
the municipal election last Apri] Nel- 
son Was a prominent candidate for the 
Office of City Recorder. 

Nelson admits that"he may be short 
in his accounts, and his probably adds 
another name to the long list of vic- 
tims of race-track gambling. His al- 
leged crime is likely due to many fre- 
quent excursions to Santa Anita Park 
during the season just closed, and it 
ts known that he laid heavy wagers 
there. While the amount of the short- 
age is placed at $230, Marshal Baker 
admits that it may be far greater than 
that sum, as the accused was in charge 
of the tax receipt department, and had 
free’ access to the funds. 

Yesterday morning, while Nelson 
and Marshal Baker were checking ap 
the accounts, the latter called Nelson's 
attention to several discrepancies. Ex- 
cusing himself to go to his home for a 
memorandum, with a promise to return 
in a few minutes, Nelson took a car 
for Los Angeles, instead, where he 
was taken into custody this morning. 
The books in the City Marshal's office 
will have to be experted carefully be- 
fore the exact amount of the alleged 
defalcation can be determined.

inia family, and formerly resided in

“Marie” proved very 
expensive, the unhappy Buerki putting 
up over $30,000 to get her off to Amer- 


This was always part of Woelfl's lit- 
tle game to pretend that he was send- 
ing these other claimants out of the 
country. In fact, he made two trips 
to the United States himself at 
Buerk!'s expense. “Ludwig Seidei- 
mayer’ end “Johann Grueber” were 
another two of the mysterious parties 
who had to be paid, the first cost 
Ruerk! $17,000. Woelfi's wife, a young 
and attractive woman, backed up her 
husband's imposture and spent a not 
inconsiderable part of the spoil upon 
herself.
